MORE CALAMITOUS THAN WAR 


Norman J. Colman of St. Louis, publisher 
of Colman’s Rural World and former s¢c- 
retary of agriculture in President Cleve- 
land’s cabinet, takes issue with Secretary 
of Agriculture Wilson regarding the 
drouth. Mr. Colman does not share Secre- 
tary Wilson’s hopeful opinion regarding 
the corn crop. 

“It is my belief,” said Mr. Colman to the 
Post-Dispatch Monday morning, “that the 
reports from the corn belt have not been 
exaggerated. 

“T AM FIRMLY OF THE BELIEF 
THAT TO THE FARMERS OF MISSOURI 
THIS DROUTH IS A GREATER CALAM. 
ITY, FINANCIALLY, THAN WAS THE 
CIVIL WAR. 

“I believe that the losses from dry 
weather this season will exceed the devas- 
tation, the burning and sacking and pillag- 
ing of the four years of war in this state. 

‘YN A RESIDENCE OF §&® YEARS IN 
MISSOURI, I HAVH NEVER KNOWN 
SUCH DEPLORABLE CONDITIONS 
AMONG THE FARMERS THROUGHOUT 
THE STATE AS EXIST AT THIS TIME. 

‘‘Most of the ponds and small streams are 
dried up, and on more than half the farms 
the stock is suffering from the want of 
water. Many farmers are hauling water 
long distances. 

“In my opinion the corn crop in Missouri 
will not be more than 2% per cent of the av- 
|erage, unless we have rain it once. It 
may be 33 per cent, but I don’t believe it 
will be. There may be half a crop of hay. 
There was not half a crop of oats. Wheat 
was good, and the wheat farmers, of cuurse, 
are fortunate. 

“The basis of all business life is agri- 
culture. When farmers prosper, business 
prospers. When we have a failure in corn 
we have a failure in the sale of pork, but- 
ter, cheese and the like. 

‘“‘Rarmers are now shipping off their stock 
to the markets in an immature condition, 
and in consequence they receive low 
prices.”’ 

“But, Mr. Colman,” the former secretary 
was asked, “‘ will not those farmers who 
do raise corn benefit by the increased 
price because of the scarcity 3” 

“No: they will have none to sell. If 
they raise only a third of a crop they will 
need it for feeding their stock through the 
winter, and many of the farmers will have 
to buy some corn from other sections of 
the country to get enough for feeding. 

“The central and southern portions of 
the state are the dryest. The droutD ex- 
tends to every county, however, and I have 
reliable reports, by disinterested persons, 
from every section, upon which I base my 
pessimistic views. The best crops will be 
grown in the counties bordering on lowa. 

“A very heavy general rain at once might 
give us half a corn crop in the state. 

“The eorn crop is far more important 
than the wheat crop. When you have corn 
you have fat cattle, fat hogs, fat sheep. 
When the corn cribs are not filled every- 
thing suffers. 

“Now these views may be Sonsidered by 
the general public as pessimistic, but in my 
judgment unless we have heavy rains in a 
week or ten days my predictions will be 
fulfilled. After this week it will be too 
late to save the corn. 

“Frere is a letter received this morning. 
I have not read it, but I see it is from the 
secretary of the Boone County Agricultural 
and Mechanical Society, or County Fair, 
and it is probably about the drouth.” 

Mr. Colman read the letter, which stated 
that owing to the drouth the Boone County 
fair for this year had been abandoned. Sec: 
retary Robnett wrote that there were 
many fine entries, but there would be noth- 
ing for the agricultural and floral display. 
He also said that there would not be an ear 
of corn in Boone County unless they had a 
rain within a day or 380.

ELECTRICITY UDAL 


Chicago Man Has Devised a Battery 
That May Revolutionize the 
Pow2r Question. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, July 15.—A battery 
and patented by Assistant City Chemist 
Hugo Jone is considered by Mr. Jone to 
come the nearest to the f{deal after which 
Thomas A. Edison has for years been 
struggling—the production of electricity di- 
rectly from coal, 

Sulphate of lead instead of sulphate of 
zinc is used In the new battery. The sub- 
stitution saves one costly step in the pro- 
cess of getting out the energy of the coal, 
and also saves entrely a chemical product. 
The new battery may be compared to a 
furnace uSing coal, but giving off electric- 
ity instead of heat, nothing being con- 
sumed except coal and the oxygen of the 
air. 

The lead is easily recoverable as sulphate 
and used over again. The work is done by 
the coal. Mr. Jone does not intend to) 
make practical use of his battery until 
it has been much further perfected. He

It may be exasperating to write of precautions against 
‘drouth when we are in the midst of one and nothing can be 
done except to wait for its ending. 

But who can say how soon we may have another? We 
should be wiser than the man who would not mend his roof 
in dry weather because there was no immediate need, nor in 
wet weather because of the rain. 


Many villages are getting free libraries. Why not water 


' tanks and irrigating systems for the surrounding farms? Why 


should not counties, or even states, take some steps toward in- 
suring crops, 1.0 matter what the season may be? All our 
agricultural machinery, our barns, granaries and elevators, 


? and much of our transportation system are valueless unless 
¢rops can be raised. 
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Hindostan has its village tanks and reservoirs. They do 
much towards mitigating the effects of drouth. With arte- 
flan wells, tile drainage and the conservation of water in oth- 
er Ways that will suggest themselves, we might laugh at dry 
seasons. 

The time may come when the country districts will see that 
it is to their interest to lay pipes for water everywhere, as is 
done in the cities. It will be costly, but will pay for itself in 
convenience during ordinary seasons and the saving of crops 
worth many millions in dry spells.

DUMONT’'S AIRSHIP. 

The reports of the achievements of M. Santos Dumont in 
his balloon at Paris are somewhat conflicting and may be 
taken with a grain of salt. However, he seems to be able to 
steer his apparatus and to descend at will. 

If he can do these things, without the constant sacrifice of 
gas and ballast which makes orditiary ballooning so unsatis- 
factory, 4 long step towards navigating the air has been taken. 

But there are grave defects in Dumont’s airship, even if it 
is navigoble as reported. It is a balloon, inflated with a highly 
inflammable gas.

FEDERAL AID FOR GALVESTON. 


A correspondent, whose letter was published in Saturday’s 
Post-Dispatch, commenting on recent utterances in these col- 
umns, urges the necessity of federal aid in the reconstruction 
and protection of Galveston.

- The state has remitted taxes 
for two years, but there are constitutional obstacles to a con- 
tinuance of this exemption.

“that a sea wall is the sine qua non of the situation. A busi- 
ness -man after investing $10,000,000 would presumably in- 
sure his property. Galveston would still be an important sea- 
port were it abandoned as a residence site. And it would 
still be necessary for the government to maintain the forts 
were it abandoned as a port, because of its position.”
